‘Mrs. Wilson Describes Murderer. 
From Mrs. Wilson the police obtained a 
description of the murderer. He was a 
young man, wore a straw hat and a light 
coat. Mrs. Wilson Was so overcome by her 
experience that she cotild give but a meager 
story of the affair, however, 

We did not hear him,” she said, “ until 
he was just behind us. He must have stepped 
from behind some shrubbery near and had 
walked over the grass border of the walk. 
He frightened us when he spoke and asked 
us for dur money. I turned and saw a re- 
volver in his ‘band, then I picked up my skirts 
and ran. Mrs. Mize attacked him and as! 
ran I heard her scream. I was about thirty 
feet away when I heard the shot, and when 
I turned I saw her falling. The robber was 
running across the street.“ | 


| Police Theory of Shooting. 

The police believe Mrs. Mize seized the 
robber’s revolver and that in the brfef strug- 
gle it was accidentally discharged, for the 
bullet passed through the flesh between the 
thumb and first finger of her right hand. 
Her hand and her waist were burned by the 
powder, showing that the weapon was close 
to her when it was dicharged. 

Across the street when the attack was 
made were Norah O'Hara and Nellie Curran, 
housemaids employed in the Hotel Hollafid, 
Lake avenue and Fifty-third street. They 
had seen the man following Mrs. Mize and 
Mrs. Wilson, and were about to cross the 
street to warn them when the robber stopped 
his intendes victims. 

Man Runs to Aid. | 

Another person who saw the murder was“ 
William Reynolds, Forty-eighth street and 
‘Washington avenue, who was on the front 
porch of his house when the shot was fired. 
Reynolds saw: the robber run east in an 
alley and disappear... 

Reynolds crossed the street to where Mrs. 
Mize had fallen and lifted her. He then 
summoned aid for Mrs. Wilson and notified 


and I saw him plainly, then he disappepred 
in the shadow. I ran downstairs and gave 
the alarm, and in a few minutes they brought 
in Mrs. Wilson and she said Mrs. Mize had 
been killed.“ 


Police Description of Slayer. 
From her description the police sent out 
their message to all stations as follows, ask- 
ing that search be made fora man “ about 30 
to 35 years old, weighing 175 pounds, of 
si complexion, wearing light box coat and 

dark trousers. Was well dressed and of re 
fined appearance.” 

While the police are working principally 
on the theory that the motive of the attack 
was robbery alone, they are disposed also to 
believe that something else may develop in 
their investigation. 

“It looks a little that men ot 
such slight resistance should shoot a woman 
whom he meant merely to rob,” said In- 
spector Hunt. It is a quiet neighborhood 
and unless aid was approaching it would 
hardly seem plausible that a robber would

According to the Tobacco Journal about 
400,000,000 clear Havana cigars were manu- 
factured last year in this country, half being 
made at Tampa. There was required for 
these cigars about 800,000 pounds of wrap- 
pers. which should have pald $1,184,000 duty. 
The revenue returns show, however, that of 
19,063,500 pounds of tobacco leaf from Cuba 
only 42,764 pounds pald duty as wrappers, 
yielding $79,000. Thus the government 
through evasion of duty lost $1,106,000. The 
government has lost under new and old tar- 
iffs not less than $25,000,000 duty on Havana 
tobacco.

| SYNDICATE FORMING TO DIG 


~NEW CANAL ON GREAT LAKES. 


Proposed Waterway Will Connect Bu- 


Dangerous St. Mary's River. 


1 wyndicate is beide formed to dig a canal 
‘between Lake Superior and Lake Michigan, 
beginning on Lake Superior at Au -Train 
and running by way of the Whitefish river 
to Gladstone or Escanaba. It is declared 
that only sixteen miles of the total of forty 
miles, the length of the proposed canal, 
would have to be dredged. 

This canal would shorten the distance be- 
tween Duluth and Superior to Chicago by 
265 miles. From the head of the lakes to 
Buffalo it would save upwards of 200 miles. 

Nelson Thomasson, who is interested in 
the forming of the company; seen at his 
residence, 427 North State street, last night, 
said: 

The work of forming the syndicate is 
going on slowly. The scheme has not been 
noiged about much as yet. But vesselmen 
all around the lakes renline the need of such 


a canal.” 


WITTE MAY COME TO CHICAGO. 


Czar’s Chief Plenipotentiary Plans a 
Western Trip with This City as His 
Principal Objective Point. 


Portsmouth, N. H., Aug. 22.—[Special. ]— 
Unless M. de Witte again changes his plans, 
he will pay a visit to Chicago. He has been 
thinking seriously of making the trip and 
has talked it over with Baron Schlippenbach, 


the Russian counsel general in Chicago, who 
was heré on Sunday. The baron will make : 


all arrangements for the reception of the 
chief Russian envoy. 

So far as the itinerary of the trip has been 
outlined, M. de Witte will go first to Niagara 
Falls, and perhaps visit Toronto. If he does 
not go to the latter place he will take a 
steamer from Buffalo direct for Chicago. 
After. stopping a few days at the western 
metropolis he will proceed to Yellowstone 
park, and, returning directly, will take a 
steamer at New York for Europe. 

Invitations have been received by the Rus- 
sian statesman to pay visits to various parts 
of the country, but his present plan limits his 
trip to the points named.

THE BENNINGTON EXPLOSION. 

The court of inquiry finds that the ex- 
plosion on the gunboat Bennington was due 
to carelessness and negligence. The men in 
the engine room who blundered are dead. 
The ensign who had charge of the engi- 
neering department of the Bennington did 
dot die, and it is recommended that he be 
brought to trial before a general court 


martial on the charge of neglect of duty. 
The court says it was the duty of the 


ensign to see in his proper person that the 


ad other appliances were overhauled in ac- 
fecordance with regulations. This he did not 
do, but took the word of subordinates that 
everything had been attended to. There is 


mo record that the safety valve had been 


overhauled within a year. 

It appears that the government, which 
‘imposes stringent inspection requirements 
upon merchant vessels and enforces obe- 
Gience to them, is not equally vigilant as 
regards its own vessels. If the Bennington 
had been a merchant vessel the safety and 
sentinel valves would have been tested with- 
fm a year, and there would have been a 
record of it. Evidently the navy depart- 
ment will have to adopt more effective 
methods of inspection. 

If the ensign failed to perform the duties 
imposed on him by the naval regulations 
and depended too much on subordinates he 
cannot escape punishment. But the ques- 
tiop arises whether the system which put 
him where he was is not censurable. The 
present system, which requires a graduate 
of the naval academy to be able to do 
everything connected with a ship, from 
running its engines to commanding. it in

A CRY FOR WATER. 
There is a water famine in Pullman, 
West Pullman, Kensingtoh, end Rose- 
land. . Four or five thousand families are 
about as badly off for water as if they lived 
in the desert of Sahara. They are accus- 
tomed to droughty periods, when the water 
does not run above the first floor. - Tifls year 
it runs from no faucets. Because of the 
lack of water the owners of factories in the 
dry districts are being notified that their 


they take steps to protect themselves by 
sinking wells or in some other way. 
Suffering citizens visit the city hall and 
beg for water. They are obliged to pay 
their water rates in advance and they do 
not think it fair that they should not be 
given what they have paid for. When the 
patron of the nickel in the slot telephone 
cannot get his connection he gets his nickel 
back. Not a nickel does the city pay in the 
way of rebate or refund when it has failed 
to live up to Its contract to supply a cus- 
tomer with water. 
The thirsty and unwashed citizens of the 
/Thirty-third ward are told at the city hall 
to have patience and that “ there is a good 
time a-coming.” They are informed that 
some day there will be water enough in their 
part of the city to submerge it—when they 
Today, when. 
they are alive, hot, thirsty, and need water, 
they cannot have it. 
The first complaints came from the 


Thirty-third ward over four years ago. 


They have been ‘renewed annually, and the 
game answer bas always come from the 
city hall, “We can do nothing for you 


now, but wait a few years.” If a private 


corporation owned the water works there 
would be a general popular ontery. The 
incompetency and the indifference to the 
pablic welfare of that “tyrannical ‘cor 
‘poration ” and“ bloated monopoly would 
be denounced by everybody. There would 


de a demand for municipal ownership of 


the water works that all the people might 

have all the water they wanted at ex- 

‘tremely low rates. | 

We have municipal ownership and opera- 
‘tion of the water works and yet thousands 
of families have no water. It is the incom- 

petency of a municipal and not a priyate 

corporation that puts them in such a plight. 

‘The incompetency is the more glaring be- 
cause the water department has long known 

that 75 per cent of the water pumped is

It is 
there that the nuisance in question is found 
in its most aggravated form and the largest 
number of people are put to inconvenience. 
If the sidewalks of State street north of 
Adams were blockaded as those of Michi- 
gan avenue are, it would be the duty of the 
municipal authorities to begin with State 


Mreet, and enable the public to use it with- 


out bindrance. If the merchants whe ob- 
struct Michigan avenue, and thus make com- 
munication between the north and south 
sides more difficult, can point ont a street 
where a greater nuisance exists than the 
one they are responsible for, it should be 
abated first. They cannot doit. They need 
not refer to South Water, for that has ceased 


| to be a street. It is a market. 


It the city will detail men to count the 
number of persons who during one week day 
find their progress hindered by the Michi- 
gan avenue skids, and the number of vehicles 
of all kinds that force a slow and often per- 
ilous passage between the rows of trucks 
which deliver or receive goods by way of the 
skids, it will have a record of interference 
with public rights which would justify it in 
taking summary action. As it is, it has given 
oo? gamer abundant time to clear the 
road. 

When Michigan avenue north of Randolph 
street shall have been restored to the public 
the municipal .authorities, who cannot do 
everything at once, presumably will go after 
minor nuisances of the same kind. But, de- 
siring to do the greatest good to the greatest 
number, they naturally attend first toa great 
thoroughfare which often during business 
hours is practically impussable. 


ARREST THE LOAFERS. 

Chief of Police Collins’ war on the loafers 
that infest the streets and corners in many 
parts of the city is a move that strikes di- 
rectly at the root of crime and disorder, Po- 
lice officers are to be provided with new va- 
grancy warrants so they may arrest any 
person seen loafing on the streets. The 
loafer who hitherto has been made only to 
“move on” now faces the possibility of ar- 
rest and imprisonment, or fine, unless he 
can show visible means of support. 

In adopting the new plan the police de- 
partment acquires a new and valuable 
weapon in its:fight against crime. The only 
wonder is that some ambitious chief has not 
thought of it before this. As breeding and 
festering places for criminals and all the 
disorder that follows in their wake, the 
loafer. haunted street corner runs the cheap 
saloon a close second in the race for vicious- 
ness.

Alone he is generally imnocuous through 
cowardice. The presence of numbers of his 
own kind gives him just enough courage to 
make him vicious. Almost at once he be- 
comes brave enough to stare at passing 
women. Soon he is courageous enough to 
insult them. Under the tuition of older 
spirits he blossoms out into a criminal, an

It is a pity that some one does not avail 
himself of the presence of M. de Witte in this 
country to ask him for an explanation of the 
extraordinary railroad accident at Borki, in 
which the late czar, his consort, and his 
children so narrowly escaped with their lives. 
It is not generally known that M. de Witte, 
as manager of the Southwestern railroad, 
was in charge of the imperial train on that 
occasion and that it was the presence of 
mind, the energy, and the resourcefulness 
which he displayed at that time which creat- 
ed such an impression on Alexander III. that 
he insisted upon appointing him first director“ 
of all the state railroads, and afterwards 
minister of finance. 1 
The accident, which resulted in a large loss 
of life, has always remained shrouded in the 
most impenetrable mystery. To this day 
the general public does not know positively 
whether the catastrophe resulted from. 
faulty construction of the roadbed and its 
weakening by rains, or if it was caused by a 
bomb of some kind placed beneath the rails 
so as to explode as soon as the imperial train 
rattled over it. | 
How any one in the imperial dining car 
escaped seems little short of miraculous. 
For the czar, with his wife and children, had 
‘ust sat down to dinner when tthe car was 
precipitated down a steep embankment, roll- 
ing over and over. a 
The two servants who were waiting at the 
tabie were killed on the spot, one of them 
having his head completely cut off, while the 
nurse who held the little Grandduchess Olga 
(now married to Duke Peter of Oldenburg) in 
her arms, was likewise killed, the princess 
receiving no other injury than that caused 
by a fork, which had in some way trans- 
pierced her arm. 1 
The shock. however, was so iterrible that 
for years both she and her mother suffered 
from nervous ailments, for the treatment of 
which the late Dr. Charcot wag repeatedly 
summoned from Paris. Both now have en- 
tirely recovered from the effects of the acci- 
dent. But it is doubtful whether they can 
‘ever forget the scenes of the catastrophe, 
when so many of their most trusted retainers 
lay dead and dying, shockingly mangled, 
around them. 
Perhaps M. de Witte might be more com- 
municative about this mysterious accident 
than about the peace commission. 


It is difficult to understand Why the pro- 
nouncement of Gen. Trepoff, the all power- 
ful chief of police at St. Petersburg and vir- 
tual dictator of Russia in favor of represen- 
tative government, should excite so much 
attention at this juncture. For already last 
April, that is to say, shortly after his ap- 
pointment to his present post, he not only 
advocated the organization of the zemski 
sobor but pledged his honor that it would be 
brought into existence ere long, 

He merely bekged those to whom he spoke 
about the matter for a little patience, point- 
ing out that there were so many questions to 
be arran in connection therewith, so 
many different elements of national life to 
be brought into representative action, that it 
would take some little time. But he already 
then, as now, proclaimed his opinion that to 
give a consultative voice to the people tn 
national affairs was the inevitable and most 
politic solution of the pregent internal 
troubles. | 

With regard to Prince Sergius Troubetz- 
kol, who has taken so prominent a part in 
the movement for representative govern- 
ment, and who has addressed public letters to 
the czar, characterized by great loyalty and 
at the same time frank speech and vigor in 
his appeal for réforms, it may be of interest 
to recall the fact that his grandfather and 
namésake was first sentenced to death and 
then to perpetual banishment in Siberia, in 
1825, by Emperor Nicholas I., for joining the 
so-called decembrists in demanding the con- 
stitution that had been promiged to them by 
the Czarowitz Constantine. 

The latter waived his rights of succession 
to the throne in favor of his; er broth- 
er Nicholas, who declined to fulfill his 
pledges. As soon as Alexander IT. succeeded 
to the throne he recalled Sergius Troubetz- 
kot from exile and restored him to his hon- 
ors, mindful of the fact, which Emperor 
Nicholas II. likewise recalls, that the Ro- 
manoffs owe their crown as :

and shipping it by rail to local markets. It 
was a profitable enterprise.
